ANOTHER SURGEON POISONED 


Dr. F. H. Clark of Brooklyn ‘the. Third 
Recent Case in That Borough. 


Dr. Frank H. Clark of 758 Putnam Ave- 
mue, chief of the surgical staf, f the 
Bushwick ‘Hospital, is the third Brooklyn 
surgeon infected with blood poisoning as 
the result of an operation within the last 
few months. Several operations. have 
been performed on him to prevent the 
spread of the infection The last was 
performed on Thursday at the Seney 
Hospital, and since then there has been a 
gradual improvement in his condition. 

About the middle of February Dr. Clark 
performed an operation on a private pa- 
tient, in the course of which his right arm 
between the wrist and elbow was cut 
| with the instrument he was using. The 
wound was only a scratch, but, realizing 
the danger of infection, he took the usual 
precautions to prevent it. A few days 
‘later the arm became inflamed. He 
called in Dr. Arthur H. Bogart of 27 Sev- 
enth Avenue and Dr. Christopher W. 
Brown of 576 Halsey Street. _Dr. Clark 
was operated upon, and his physicians 
succeeded in localizing the malady. Dr. 
Brown said yesterday that the patient 
was improving, and there was every in- 
!dication of his recovery. 

A similar wound caused the death of 
Dr. Algernon T. Bristow, one of the best- 
known surgeons in the State, on last 
Wednesday. Dr. A. Bion Bogart, the 
first of the three surgeons referred to, is 
convalescing in Chicago, He was criti- 
cally ill for several weeks. 


CIRCUS ELEPHANT DROWNS. 


Frightened by Train, ‘Lizzie’ Jumps 
Into the North River. 


Following a week’s engagement at the 
Fourteenth Street Theatre, John Robin- 
son and the five elephants he uses in his 
act took the ferry to Hoboken just before 
midnight last night to take a train for 
Cortland, N. Y. The procession through 
New York's streets and across the river 
was unevenifui, for éach elephant had a 
trainer and they were used to such mi- 
gration. It was not until the five were 
passing under the elevated road into the 
Lackawanna Station on the Jersey side 
that Lizzie, the largest of the troop, be- 
came-suddenly intractable when a train 
roared by over her head. 

She leaped so suddenly that her trainer 
was caught off his guard and knocked 
down. Then away she raced through sev- 
eral blocks of Hoboken streets, with Rob- 
inson in full pursuit and a quickly grow- 
ing crowd of men and boys hooting along 
the sidewalks. This served only to madden 
her, and although Robinson three times 
had her almost under control she finally 
broke away from him and rushed down 
the Christopher Street slip in the ferry- 
house. 

In the slip the ferryboat Drummond 
was tied up for the night, and the iron 
gates barred the way. They were like 
matchwood to the lunging Lizzie, and 
ento the boat she went, through it and 
over the bow to the waters of the river. 
She sank like a stone, and Robinson sat 
down on the deck and cried like a baby.

SUMMER HOME FOR WILSON. |? 


President. Chooses Winston Church- 
ill’s Estate Near Windsor, Vt. 


CORNISH, N. H., March 30.—Presidént 
Woodrow Wilson has chosen the home of 
Winston Churchill, the novelist, to be -his 
Summer capital, according to a telegram 
received here to-day from Mr. Churchill, 
who is now in Santa Barbara, Cal. The 
message was directed to E. F. Roberts, 
manager of the Churchill estate, ‘and: con- 
tained instructions for preparing the place 
for the President’s occupancy. 

Harlakenden House, as the Churchili 
property is known, is a two-story brick 
structure situated on a hill three miles 
beyond Windsor, Vt. It commands a view 
of the Connecticut River Valley and. of 
the Green Mountains. 

Between 600 and 700 acres of rolling 
farm land“and fragrant pine groves give 
the estate the seclusion the President de- 
sires. Near-by is an artist colony, where 
Maxfield Parrish, Kenyon Cox, and oth- 
ers come for the Summer, and where the 
late Augustus Saint-Gaudens, the sculp- 
tor, spent many vacations. 

On the estate are two seven-room cot- 
tages, where the Executive offices can 
be established, and where the President’s 
attendants may.live. A tennis court ad- 
joins the mansion, and at the foot of the 
hill» the Connecticut River offers oppor- 
tunity for boating.

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[BIT OF HIS OWN BOMB 


ENDED LIFE OF KLOTZ 


L-Shaped Piece of tron from 
Machine Meant to Kill Others 
_ Lodged in His Spine. 


NURSES HEARD CONFESSION 


That Much Is Admitted at Fordham 
Hospital, but They Are Not Per- 
mitted to Talk About It. 


It was a jagged piece of iron pipe from 
one of his own bombs that caused eH 
death of Henry J. Klotz, who confess 
oft Saturday afternoon that he had sent 
the .bombs which imperiled the life of 
General Sessions Judge RKosalsky and 
killed Helen Taylor and Madeline Her- 
rera. 

The iron fragment, which was 3% inches 
long, an inch wide and shaped like a 
capital letter L, was part of the instru- 
ment with which Klotz was experimenting 
on Good Friday when he blew himself up 
in his home at 1,332 Fulton Avenue, the 
Bronx. It was taken from Klotz's body 
at an ,autopsy performed by Coroner’s 
Physician Riegelman in the morgue of 
Fordham Hospital yesterday. 

It was found that the piece of iron had 
passed through Klotz’s right lung after 
shattering the third rib, and had lodged 
against the spinal column. The “imme- 
diate cause of death, Dr. Riegelman said, 
was blood poisoning. This in itself might 
not have proved fatal had it not been for 
the fact that the pressure of the iron 
against Klotz’s spine steadily reduced his 
vitality and power of resistance. 

The fragment of-iron in Klotz’s back 
Was disclosed under an X-ray examina- 
tion shortly after he was admitted to the 
hospital, but because of his condition the 
surgeons did not attempt to remove it. 
it was expected until Friday that Klotz 
would survive, but-this hope was aban- 
doned when blood poisoning set in. 

One phase of the autopsy proved a sur- 
prise to Dr. Riegelman, It has been ex- 
pected that an examination of Klotz's 
brain would reveai abnormality, but the 
brain proved to be in a heaithy condition. 
It weighed fifty-four ounces, five ounces 
more than the average weight for men of 
Klotz's size and age. The body was sur- 
rendered to the family, who caused it to 
be removed to the private chapel of an 
undertaking establishment. 

The assertion of Herman Klotz, father 
of the dead bombmaker, that his son was 
in a stupor at the time the police say 
they questioned ‘him and that his con- 
fession therefore was not genuine, ob- 
tained no credence whatever in the Police 
Department. Deputy Police Commissioner 
Dougherty pointed out that the police 
case was so complete against Klotz -that 
ont had no need whatever to seek a con- 

fegaton from him, and would have e~ 
erred, in fact, to goto trial with their 
evidence and obtain a straight-out con- 
viction. Mr. Dougherty ingisted* that the 

police would not have thotight of seeking 
a confession had ‘Klotz not sent for them. 

Commissioner Dougherty joined with 
Capt. Price of the Bronx Detettive Bureau 
in a_ statement that they courted the 
fullest possible investigation of the con- 
duct of the police at the bedside of Klotz. 
The gly. reason Herman Klotz was sent 
away, ey insisted, was that his son re- 
quested it in‘order to spare the father the 
ordeal of hearing what Klotz felt he must 
tell the. police before he died , 

Capt. Price pointed out ‘that time and 
again Klotz had halted in his conféssion 
to plead with the police officers present 
to spare his family as much as possible. 
Capt. Price insisted that in. any fair in- 
vestigation :t would be shown on the tes- 
timony of hospital nurses that it was not 
the police, Aut Klotz himself, who, re- 
quested that his father withdraw from 
the room. 

““Had I been ruthless and pressed’ the 
matter,’’ Capt. Price said, ‘‘I could have 
had a much more complete document, tak- 
ing up whe interesting and unsolved ques- 
tion of how it came about that Klotz 
turned to bombmaking, how he learned 
the art of mixing the ingredients, and 
when he first t together a machine for 
destroying human life. But considerations 
of humanity,caused me to stop as’soon as 
I saw Klotz*had eised his mind of the 
things he felt he absolutely had to say. 
My questions were very simple, and mere- 
ly intended to relieve the. strain under 
which Klotz was suffering, between his 
desire to shield his family and his anxiety 
to ease his conscience.’ 

At Fordham Hospital confirmation was 
obtained of .the assertion of Capt. Priee 
that Klotz himself sent for the police, 
and was not at all forced into his inter- 
view with them.» It was admitted also 
that Miss Crowley and. Miss Killough, 
the two nurses named as witnesses by 
Capt. Price, were in and about the room 
in: which Klotz lay while his confession 
was heing made. The hospital authori- 
ties would not permit either of the nurses 
to state exactly what portion of the con- 
fession she had heard, or whether she had 
heard all of it. 

The case of John Paul Farrell, confined 
in the Tombs under a charge of homicide 
growing out of his confession that he sént 
the bomb which killed Mrs. Herrera, will 
be taken up by the District Attorney’s 
office this morning. While the’ charge 
of /homicide will be withdrawn, it is con- 
sidered probable that Farrell will be held 
for examination as to his sanity.

READS CATHOLICS OUT 








: OF EPISCOPAL CHURCH 


Dr. Cummins of Poughkeepsie Ad- 
vises High Churchmen to Go 
Over to the Church of Rome. 


THINKS THEY BELONG THERE 


Predicts a Split Among Episcopalians 
and Invites It—-Objects to 
Protestant “‘ Fathers.” 


There was a great stir in Episcopalian 
circles in this city yesterday when many 
of the rectors received their copies of the 
parish paper of Christ Church, Pough- 
keepsie, containing an attack on the High 
Church element by the Rev. Dr. A. G. 
Cummins, rector, who predicts and in- 
vites a split in the Episcopal Church in 
this country and who flatly suggests that 
the ‘‘ Catholics ’’ among the Episcopalians 
betake themselves without more ado into 
the Church of Rome. The extent of the 
interest aroused by this article was due 
not only to its text but in no small part 
to the prominence of the rector in this 
diocese. : 

Dr. Cummins is not onlv rector of one 
of the most important parishes in the dio- 
cese, but he is a member of the standing 
committee, an authority co-ordinate with 
the authority of the bishopric, and his 
parish paper has a diocesan circulation. 

The attack takes for its text the re- 
cent defection of a Benedictine commun- 
ity on Caldy Island from the Church of 
England to the Church of Rome. The 
Poughkeepsie rector says the Church of 
England is stronger without these Bene- 
dictines, and that the Protestant Epis- 
copal Church in America would be 
stronger without the Order of the Holy 
Cross. He mentions thé members of ‘the 
Community of the Resurrection who 
preached in Lent in Trinity Chufch, 
BroadWay and Wall Street, and attacks 
the 
Great Commission, for referring to them 
as ‘Father’ so and so. Hé describes 
what he thinks to be the Episcopal 
Church, and also what he believes to be 
the Roman Catholic Church. He quotes 
the word ‘‘ Catholic’? to show that he 
means the High Church mén,in his own 
Church, and also, as he says, to indicate 
his dislike for them, not as men, but as 
zealots in the wrong communion. He 
then proposes a separation in the Epis- 
copal Church. Here are his words: 

*““We have come to a critical moment. 
A party fight has been begun by the 
‘Catholics.’ The era of toleration, of 
complacent’ satisfaction over the cessa- 
tion of strife, has been brought to an 
end. Either this Church is to remain 
Protestant, or it is to be made ‘ Catholic,’ 
the matter of a change of its name is 
only an entering wedge. Back of the 
wedge’s point lie all manners of ‘ Cath- 
olic’ doctrines and practices. 

‘“‘There is and long has been less mu- 
tual sympathy between ‘Catholic’ and 
Protestant elements -in. the Bpiscopal 
Church than between either element and 
its corresponding outside church—Roman 
Catholic on the one hand and Presbyter- 
ian on the other. These two elements, 
the high and the low, we may forcibiy 
hold together, but,gve cannot make tnem 
mingle. Why should they be held together 
at ail? ; 

“There is no place in the Protestant 
Episcopal Church for ‘Catholics.’ The 
present situation, now that the attack 
has béen made, is of necessity transient. 
It is no longer tenable.” 2 

Dr. Cummins -mentions the English 
“ Fathers’’ of the Resurrection, and tien 
formally asks ‘‘ Catholics’’ in the Epis- 
eopal Church in‘ America to get out. 

‘‘ Follow the Caldy Islanders, dear fel- 
low-Catholics,"’* he advises. ‘‘ We shall 
grieve at the loss of numbers, but re- 
joice in your’gain.. There is an acknowl- 
edged ‘Catholic Church... That is surely 
where all true Catholics should be. Will 
you not, O ‘ Catholic” friends, do as Caldy 
has done? Resolve highly and firmly to 
accept with its fascinations the discipiine 
of Rome, unpleasant though it be for 
those accustomed to the freedom of 
Protestantism. Take ‘the bitter with ‘the 
sweet. It needs. only a little courage, a 
little consistency. Why expect. to’ have 
the sweet without the bitter? Please let 
us Protestants alone, let us~@hjoy our 
errors in peace. We shall love¢you much 
better when you are on the.other side .of 
the gulf.” :

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WILSON MAY WIELD 
CLUB ON SENATE FORS 


Said to be Delaying Patronage, 
to See Who Are His Friends 
on the Tariff. 


CLOSE ALLIANCE WITH HOUSE, 


Aim to Make Its Bill an’ Administra- 
tive Measure and to Compel the 
Senate’s Acceptance of It.

WASHINGTON, March 30.—It will be 
four weeks next Tuesday since Woodrow 
Wilson became President, and. Washing- 
ton has already made up its mind that 
he is doing. very well. This means Wash- 
ington generally and not merely Dema- 
cratic Washington, for there are many 
Republicans who are frank to acknowl- 
edge that they are pleased over the man- 
ner in which the new President is. pro- 
ceeding. Of course, Mr. Wilson has not 
had the opportunity yet to indicate any 
great number of important policies, and 
ultimate judgment, while favorably in- 
clined, is held in abeyance by a large pro- 
portion of men. of all political faiths who 
are intimately connected with public af- 
fairs. and who, through previous agso- 
ciation, have a deep interest in them. But 
on the whole the President's attitude as 
indicated thus far meets with general 
approval here. : 

There is a division of sentiment over 
the soundness of the President’s policy 
with respect to the withdrawal of the 
United States from the six-power Chinese 
loan group. However, only a compara- 
tively small number of persons in Wash- 
ington have interest in or knowledge of 
this subject, and opinion may be said to 
be suspended pending the.outcome of the 
new ideas enunciateq by the President 
in this direction: The feeling of approval 
concerning the first four weeks of Mr. 
Wilson’s Administration .comes mainly 
from observation of the course he has 
pursued in. making appointments to Fed- 


eral positions. 

The President’s Cabinet selections, with 
one or two exceptions, were approved 
very generally in Washington political 
circles, but beyond that the care that is 
being exercised in choosing subordinate 
officers of the Government. has_ brought 
expressions of hearty approval. The: very 
first nomination sent to the Senate by 
the President after the Cabinet nomina- 
tions was that of Edgar E. Clark for an- 
other term as Inter-State Commerce Com- 
missioner, and° accompanying it was the 
nomination of John H. Marble to succeed 
Franklin K. Lane as a member. of the 
commission. Mr. Clark’s nomination, pre- 
viously sent to the Senate by President 
Taft, was not confirmed through Demo- 
cratic opposition, while Mr, Marble’s 
nomination was a promotion and a dis- 
tinct wie een of the merit system,

Efficiency, Not Party, His Aim. 


These indications of an intention to 
place merit and ability above mere par- 
tisanship and the further understanding 
that’ President Taft’s grder placing 
fourth class Postmasters under the pro- 
tectinon of the classified service wegula- 
tions would not be revoked, created. the 
impression here that the new President 
was anxious to build up an efficient 'ad- 
ministration and not make wholesale re- 
movals in order to confer political re- 
wards. 

Naturally, there is_ . dissatisfaction 
among the great army of officeseekers 
that advancéd to the front with the in- 
coming of the new administration, but 
these may be left out of consideration: 
There has beeli some complaint among 
Democratic Senators and Representatives 
that the President fs too_slow in making 
his selections of party men for public of- 
fices, but few of them have shown a dis-

With this satisfactory state of affaits 
in. the capital, a rumor circulated in both 
Democratic and.

Men, 
women, and children with their baskets 
are seen in the streets throughout the 
day. 

Most of the absolutely destitute are 
being cared for in one or another of

5,000 destitute persons are fed daily. 
The menu to-day was: 

Breakfast—Oatmeal and milk, coffee, 
and bread. 

Dinner — Vegetable _ soup, stewed 
canned meat, stewed corn, coffee, and 
bread. 

Supper—Bean soup, potatoes, coffee 
or tea, and bread with butter. 

John F. Patterson, head of the plant, 
had his dinner in this general dining 
room to-day. The only luxuries en- 
joyed by him and not provided for the 
others were hard-boiled eggs and -pre- 
served peaches. Among the most act- 
ive of the uniformed waitresses was 
Mr. Patterson’s 19-year-old daughter. 
Volunteer waitresses are helping out 
their paid sisters during these days of 
hardship. 

Mr. Patterson calls attention to the 
fact that those in the outside world 
who have relatives and friends in Day- 
ton need not be alarmed because of the 
absence of letters or messages. The 
Post Office was put out of business 
last Tuesday, and it was not until to- 
day that any sort of service was at- 
tempted. Telegraph and_ telephone 
service was almost entirely crippled 
until last night, when even short mes- 
sages were accepted only on condition 
that the sénder consented to indefinite 
delays.

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SURVEY OF FLOOD SITUATION 


Dayton’s death lst is officially 
placed at 200, of. ‘which 112 bodies 
have been received -at the Morgue. 
The relief and sanitary work are 
thoroughly organized and food suf- 
ficient for present needs is at hand, 
but the city is conffonted with the 
necessity of feeding 40,000 persons for 
a& week and 20,000 indefinitely. 

So far 59 bodies have been recovered 
at Columbus, -Ohio. 

It is believed that not more than 
eighty persons lost their lives at Ham- 
ilton, Ohio, where property loss is es- 
timated at $4,000,000. 

Secretary Garrison jis impressed so 

favorably with the manner in which 
the flood situation is being handled 
that he may start for Washington to- 
morrow. 
. The worst. conditions existed yes- 
terday along the Ohio River. At Cin- 
cinnati the flood was close to the 
70-foot stage and rising steadily. 
Huntington, W. Va., and-Portsmouth, 
Ohio, were under water and isolated. 
In Huntington the flood was reported 
ten feet deep back to the hills. Mays- 
ville, Ky., was threatened with oblit- 
eration. 

St. Louis dispatches said the .Mis- 
sissippi River was threatened with one 
of the worst floods in its history.. At 
Commerce, Mo., the great stream was 
only a foot below last year’s flood 
mark, Refugees were rushing into 
Memphis and other cities.

HAMILTON’S SCENE OF RUIN. 


Street Lines Almost Obliterated— 
Miami’s Odd Course. 


HAMILTON, Ohio, March 30.—The Sec- 
retary of War, Lindley M. Garrison, visit- 
ed Hamilton to-day, coming from Cincin- 
nati by automobile. The Secretary was 
impressed so favorably with the manner in 
which the situation here is being handled 


by the citizens and by the Ohio National’ 


Guard that he said he would telegraph to 
President ‘Wilson that nothing needed for 
the present emergency was lacking. The 
Secretary was told by the authorities that 
the death; list “here. would not contain more 
than eighty names.. The property loss is 
estimated at $4,000,000. Secretary Gar- 
rison found that the work’ of rehabilita- 
tian was going on under martial law. 

With Secretary Garrison were Major 
General Wood, Chief of Staff of the 
Army, and .Major McCoy. They made a 
thorough investigation of conditions. They

‘Finch of the 
Engineer Corps, and asked for a full in- 
vestigation and report; 

As Secretary Garrison’s car approached 
High Street, the desolation was apparent, 
and by the time Second Street had bean 
reached the full effect of the flood was 
upparent. Near the Y. M. C, A. Building 
the car was stopped to permit the pas- 
sage of a vanload of dead animals. A 
vile of coffins running for half a block 
stood in front of the Court House. The 
basement of..the Court House has been 
turned into a morgue. A long line of 
men, women, and chitdren was moving 
slowly through the Court House yard 
past two open coffins. One contained the 
bedy of a woman and the other that of 


ja baby girl ; 


When Secretary Garrison’s party left 
for Cincinnati both ofthese coffins were 
marked ‘“ unidentified.” As fast as the 
bodies were identified they were taken 
eb eg the Court House yard to the ceme- 
ery. 

Secretary Garrison was told that forty- 
five bodies had been recovered. Fear was 
expressed that the mud and débris along 
the river bank still held mahy who had 
perished, as most of the bodies already 
recovered were found in. that district. 

The whole situation was laid before 
Secretary Garrison and Gen. Wood at the 
Chamber of Commerce Building, the head- 
quarters for relief work. Major Hendley 
of the Ohio militia said the city had been 
divided into five sanitary districts, which 
in turn had been subdivided into some 
forty smaller districts, in which the Mili- 
tia Hospital Corps and the men of the 
United States Army Medical Corps, under 
Capt. Whaley of Fort Monroe, were work- 
inz in the utmost harmony.

LESSONS OF SAN FRANCISCO 


Big Charity Organizations Co-operate 
with Red Cross—Bicknell and 
Devine In Charge. 


For the first time in the history of re-_- 


lief work on a large scale the men and 
women who are. engaged in the tremen- 
dous task of bringing aid to the suf- 
ferers from the Middle Western floods 
will have for their guidance a scientific 
and practical ‘‘what to do” manual 
based upon experience gained in another 
great disaster. By a remarkable coinci- 


dence the Russell. Sage Foundation’s 
study of the organization and methods of 
relief adopted in the period immediately 
following, the San Francisco earthquake 
and fire was going to press when the news 
of the flood horrors of Ohio and Indiana 
was given to the world. For the aasist- 
ance of those upon whom heavy relief 
responsibilities have suddenly come the 
foundation has sent advance.sheets of 
portions of the book to charity organiza- 
tions in and near the stricken regions. 

The relief survey is divided into six 
parts: Organization and emergency pe- 
riod, rehabilitation, business rehabilita- 
tion, housing rehabilitation,. after care, 
the aged and infirm. Some of the prime 
points emphasizeq under organization and 
emergency period are: 

1. The recognition of the American National 
Red Cross, with its permanent organization, 
its Governmental status, and its direct ac- 
countability to Congress for all expenditure 
as the proper Nationa) agency through whic 
relief funds for great disasters should be col- 
lected and administered; thus securing unity 
of effort; certainty of policy, and a centre 
nal which all local relief agencies may 
rally. 

2. The importance of postponing the ap- 
pointment cf sub-committees until a strong 
central committee hag been able to determine 
general policies and methods of procedure, 
The hasty organization of sub-committees at 
San Francisco resulted in much overlapping, 
some committees getting in each others’ way 
so that, unnecessary confusion arose. The 
relief forces were not united until a whole 
week after. the disaster, arfd after unfor- 
tunate difficulty and bitterness. * 

8. The desirability. of contributions, espe- 
elally those ir. kind, being sent without re- 
strictions, as only the local organization is 
able to measure felative needs at different 
periods of thé work. At San Francisco much 
pitifully needless suffering was caused 
through the unwise restrictions Imposed by 
those who sent funds or supplies from’ dis- 
tant States.. The delays ih securing au- 
thority for the wise use of these contribu- 
tions were well nigh intolerable. The only 
safe course lies in placing implicit trust in 
an efficient and recognized director of re- 
lief such as the Red Cross is in a position to 
furnish. 

4. The value of utilizing for emergency 
administration a body so highly organized 
and so efficient as the United States Army, 
“to take charge of camps, and to bring to 
points of distribution the supplies required 
for those in need of food and clathing. 

5. The wisdom of reducing the bread line 
and the camp population as quickly as possi- 
ble after this disaster so that the relief 
sources may conserved to meet the pri- 
mary need of rehabilitation. The care used 
in emergency expenditures méans much in 
husbanding resources so that permanent re- 
habilitation. may be efficient and thorough.

ASKS UNITED STATES TO ACT 


Huerta’s Capital Anxious Because of 
Rumors That Street Fighting 
Is tu be Renewed. 


MBEXICO CITY, March 30,—The Mexi- 
can Government has made a formal pro- 
test to the American Government against 
the shipping of arms and ammunition 
from the United States to the rebels, and 
has requested ‘that greater vigilance be 
exercised in guarding the frontier. . Mex- 
ican officials understand that many con- 
signments of war material; including 
large numbers of machine guns, have 
been sent across the border, in some cases 
even at the regular ports of entry, and 
are in the hands of the rebels. 


It is pointed out: by the same officials |. 


that since the rebels are in control of a 
large part of the frontier, this country 
is dependent absolutely for the time. be- 
ing on the efforts_of the United States to 
prevent the@rebels from obtaining sup- 
plies. That the rebels are ~ procuring 
quantities of ammunition appears to be 
@ fact. 

No notable improvement.in the revolu- 
tionary situation is apparent.. Most. of 
the Successes in recent days are credited 
to the rebels, although severe punish- 
ment in minor engagements has been in- 
flicted on the adherents of Col. Carranza, 
rebel Governor of Coahuila; near Monte- 
rey. The report that Carranza and his 
chief HNeutenant, Major Carfias, had been 
captured has not been confirmed. 

The followers of Carranza appear to be 
less organized than those of Maytorena in 
Sonora, but many bands are harassing 
a wide area throughout Coahuila and in 
part of. Nuevo Leon, and the new or- 
ganization of rebels in the States of 
Durango and San Luis Potosi are greatly 
hampering the progress of the Federals.

with mines exploding and men falling, 

that the Bulgars. retired, leaving the 

Servians alone in the position. 
Regiment Lost All Officers. 

The Servians again advanced at night, 
creeping like cats and preceded by hand- 
bomb throwers. The-Turks did not dis- 
cover them until the bomb throwers were 
upon the trenches. The Bulgarians then 
came up under command of a Sergeant, 


having lost all their commissioned of- 
ficers, but again retired. R 

After the fort had been taken the Turks 
repeatedly made: counter-attacks, and 
with. their machine guns inflicted heavy 


‘losses upon the invading forces. .

SOFIA, March 30.—Shukri Pasha, the 
Turkish commander at Adrianople, said 
to one of the officials accompanied him

On .the 
reduced rations we could have held out 
for twenty days at the most, according to 
the number of rations we distributed. I 
estimate the number of the garrison to- 
ward the end at 60,000.””

Would Restrict Number of Pushb- 
" carts. 

Regarding the necessity of restricting the 

number of pushcarts, the committee said: 

Pushcarts have multiplied to serious pro- 
portions in numbers. In certain localities 
they occupy s0 much space on the streets 
that they form corigestion on the highways, 
and are a menace to the safety of citizens; 
a menace to the health of the persons living 
in the locality where the congestion exists 
as well:as to the entire community. | They 
impede the use of the streets and sidewalks. 
They are an obstacle to the work of the 
Fire Department when fires occur in the 
neighborhood where they are congregated, 
and. they are always an impediment to the 
progress of the apparatus of the Fire Depart- 
ment, and are thus a menace to life. 

Storekeepers, whether ioe be. property 
owners or not, presume to Have.-proprietary 
rights to the use of the streets, dnd do a 
profitable business in rentin ma space in front 
of their shops to those vending from push- 
carts. In many cases storekeepers” maintain 
pushcarts. of their 6wn on the street in front 
of their shops for the. additional profit to 
be gained .thereby. Other storekeepers in 
these congested district: ordinarily, would 
not countenance this practice, but ithe. ex- 
ample: set by others, by which: they profit 
and increase competition ‘without any ap- 
parent hindrance, is easily followed. . This 
is a conspicuous feature, that adds rapidly 
to the apie 7 pushcart nuisance and, un- 
lawful use of-‘the. streets. 

Satisfactory control of pushearts’ and reg- 
ulations by’ which they maybe restrained 
has been,found impracticable. The city’s;:or- 
dinances are frequently .violated where push- 
carts. make congestion. Peddlers who con- 
fess these and other infractions of orderly

government, which have developed in con- 
nection with. the pushcart industry, are fore- 
most in requesting remedies. 


About Half: Have Licenses. 


It is. set forth in the report that the 
number of pushcarts in operation in 1912, 
according to the police figures, were 
5,584, while the number~ licensed were 
2,800. The greatest congestion exists in 
the. districts bounded on the (north by 
Fourteenth Street, on the west by the 


apts and Fourth Avenue, on the east 

by the East River, and on the south by 
East Broadway and Grand Street. With- 
in this district there were 2,450 pushcarts 
in operation during the resent month. 
As for those who peddle without a license 
the committee said: 

Peddling without license increases natwith- 
standing the ‘restriction your bureau has 
placed upon the number’@f licenses. - Nearly 
all those peddling without a license are wid- 
ows, deserted women, the aged, and those of 
physical defect, all of whom are unable to® 
earn a livelihood at. ordinary labor or at a 
trade. “Many of. these unlicensed peddlers 
would fall a charge upon the public and 
private charities of the city if they were 
not permitted to ply their trade. Neverthe- 
less they are. continuously in the position 
of violating the city ordinances, and they are 
particularly subject to the exploitation of 
self-seeking persons, who, for their own gain, 
often extort payment from them under the 
pretense of protection. 

About one-third of the licenses granted are 
sold or, rented for pay. These violations of 
city ordinances, madeé by well-intefiding men 
and women because they cannot find other 
means of earnihg a livelihood—trifling as -it 
seems—must have a démoralizing effect, in 
so far ag'it weakens respect for the law 
and leads to the impression that laws may be 
evaded through undue influence. The legal 
status of the pusheart operator is that of a 
commercial outcast and his social condition is 
deplorable. 

It has been found that the foodstuff sold 
by the peddlers is nearly uniformly whole- 
some.. These and other commodities, are sold 
at a considerably less. cost than obtains in 
stores. For. this reason the peddlers have 
become an important economic factor to the 
hs ng of the localities in which they congre- 


The committee recommended that the 
care and control of-the shelters ‘be placed 
in the hands of ‘the Controller, through 
his Market Bureau, who shall establish 
such rules and regulations as may be 
necessary, excépting when built on any 
space controlled by the Park Department. 

The committee added that ‘‘ the sooner 
work is begun ‘the. sooner a vexing mu- 
nicipal problem will have been solved.’’

“I wag born in Omrv, Wis,, twelve 
miles from Oshkosh,” said he “I am 
now thirty years ola ana was graduated 
from the Oshkosh High School. 1 later4 


attended Lawrence College at Appleton, 
Wis., but was compelled to leave before 
graduation, owing to physical infirmities. 
While in college.1 paid my way by acting 
as secretary to President Plantz. Later 
I got a-position as bookkeeper for a dry 
goods store in Appleton. I also handled 
advertising for the firm by which I was 
employed and I conceived the idea of 
enteri the advertising field. 

“IT finally succeeded in obtaining em- 
ployment in Chicago with’ the’ Jefferson 
Theatre Programme Advertising Com- 
pany. I placed advertising otitside the 
city,! checked up accounts, billed adver- 
tisers and acted as general manager. I 
found that my spine prevented ‘my bend- 
ing over a typewriter for a long period of 
time, and that the labor of transcribing 
stenographic notes was too arduous, and 
I attempted to shift this part of my work 
to more copapie shoulders. This led to 
my loss of employment. 

“T had spent a vacation at Post Lake, 
Wis., and had there met my wife for the 
first’ time. She. was there seeking to 
recuperate from:‘a prolonged illness, and 
our mutual misfortunes attracted us to 
each other. 

‘““We were married three months later 
in Chicago on Nov. 4, 1910. The loss of 
my position with the Jefferson Company 
came about seven months ago, and a few 
weeks later I came with my wife to this 
city in search of employment. I have 
advertised extensively since, but as soon 
as an employer sees my misshapen figure 
and my crutches he tells me that the posi- 
tion which he haq in mind is already 
filled. The only job which I succeeded 
in getting was with a film manufacturing 
company as a writer of scenarios. It de- 
veloped that the company was a new oné 
and could more easily get ready-written: 
scenarios from some of the other com- 
panies than employ a man to do the work, 
This job lasted just three weeks.” 

‘Mrs. Graves confirmed the story told 
by her husband. She said tnaat she was:a 
native of Wausau, Wis., and ‘that her 
maiden name was Elliot Smart.

JAPANESE BEATEN . EASILY 


All the Freaks Were on Hand, and 
“Prof.” Tamarki Obliged by Sus- 
pending His Animation. 


Somé 200 enthusiasts gathered by invi- 
tation on the roof of Madison Square 
Garden yesterday afternoon to watch an 
international wrestling bout. Johannes 
Josefsson, an Icelandic wrestler, went on 
the mat with Otagawa, an exponent’ of 
jiu jitsu, there, The Icelander was stror- 
und fair-haired.

The'referee was Norman Selby, who as 
““ Kid McCoy ’’ was once noted as a prize- 
fighter. While Selby gave no decision, it 
was easy to see that he considered the 
Icelandic wrestler the better man, and the 
crowd evidently shared this opinion. 

Joseisson and Otagawa are appearing 
with the Barnum & Bailey Circus at Madi- 
86n Square Garden, but the circus press 
agents gave the reporters their solemn as- 
surance that they had nothing to do with 
arranging the contest. It gre., out of the 
jealousy between the Icelander and the 
Japanese, they said.

Louisiana for Limiting Cut to Refined 
Staple and Other. Grades.

WASHINGTON, March 30.—It was 
learned definitely. to-night that the Louis- 
jana delegation in Congress will stand 
for a reduction of from'20 to 25 per cent.

Senators Ransdell ahd Foster of Louisi- 
ana ‘are leading the fight to block the 
removal of the duty from sugar. They 
do not know to what extent they will 
have’ to make a contest in the Senate, 
because. they are not officially aware 
what the Democratic members of the 
Ways and Means Committee propose to 
do with the sugar schedule. Nor do they 
know whether they can count for any aid 
and_comfort from the White House. : 

“If sugar is placed on the free ‘ist it 
would ruin the sugar pieueey in Loui- 
siana,”’ said Senator Ransdell to-night. 
“Tf this. is:done by the House my fight 
will, be to get this section of the bill safe 
and'sané again. a ae 

“We are ready to stand for reduction 
in the sugar rates.’ We want to go along 
with our party.’’ : 

Senator nsdell and ‘his colleague, Sen- 
ator Foster, have had a conference with 
the President. ‘They have urged him to 
take a stand against putting sugar on 
the free list.» The. President did:not com- 
mit himself. ' sf 

The real fight would come in the Sen- 
ate, where the Senators from Louisiana 
will- have conferences with Senators from 
other States in which there are beet sugar 
mills, tapectatly with’ the Senators from 
States like Ohio, Montana, Kansas, and 
Colorado. Five of 'these are Democrats. 

The removal of the duty on sugar would 
represent a loss of about $50,000,000 an- 
nually in .revenue, and this would be 
raised by means of the proposed new in- 
come tax,’ Those who want.the duty re- 
moved from sugar argue that it will save 
consumers about. 1%. cents. a. pound, or 
about $115,000,000 annually.

ASHOKAN ROUTE OPENED. 


New Road Through Catskills Affords 
Close View of Reservoir. 


“This year, for the first time, the motor- 
ist traveling between the East and West, 
through the Catskill Mountains, will be 
able to pass by the new Ashokan Reser- 
voir: For the last three years, what was 
formerly the main route, nearly direct 
west from Kingston, has been practically 
closed on account. of the construction proj- 
ect, in the precess of which many miles 
of the road have been submerged. It 
has been necessary to continue up from 
Kingston to Saugerties, and'then make a 
sharp left. turn to pass through Wood- 
stock and Bearsville to Mount Pleasant, 
connecting with the route of the old road. 
Now, however, it is possible to start 
nearly west from. Kingston to Stony Hol- 
low, and take a northward bend to reach 
.the new road constructed. by the City of 
New York, which runs along practically 
the entire north side of the Ashokan 
Reservoir. This is not only ten miles 
shorter than by Saugerties, but it is a 
better: route scenically, and passes one 
of the largest constructions of modern 
times. This route will have a tendency to 
increase travel from New York and lower 
New England points into the Catskills, 
and will also add to the amount of travel 
across the State by the Catskills, the 
Susquehanna Valley and the “ Southern 
Tier.”’. This will be the more marked with 
the completion of several road projects 
now in process between the Hudson River 
and the West, via Binghamton: and El- 
mira. or Watkins Gien. The route is 
shown in detail om the new A. A. A, map 
of the Hudson River district which has 
just come from the press.

England Led 1912 Cotton Shipments. 


Great Britain was’by the far the world’s 
heaviest exporter of cotton goods in 1912, 
according to statistics recently issued -by 
the» Cotton Goods Export Association of 
New York. In that year shipments from 
there totaled 6,912,625,800 yards, against 
6,653,583,900 yards in 1911. British India 
and the Hast Indies received more. than 
a third of the 1912 total, or 2,962,612,900 
yards. 

Shipments of this merchandise from the 
United States last: year aggregated 464,- 
253,126 yards, against 410,200,201 in the 
year before. The Philippines and China 
were the American manufacturers’ best 
customers, the former taking -85,019,517 
yards in 1912, and «he latter '69,7@6,738 
yards. In 1911 these countries also led in 
imports from this country, but the’ posi- 
tions were reversed. hen China took 
110,163,246 yards and the Philippines 49,- 
827,773 yards. Unbleached cottons led in 
American exports, with colored goods sec- 
ond and bleached goods third. Japanese 
exports of cottons, the figures _representi- 
ing yen, totaled 25,761,395 in 1912, and 19,+ 
679,537 in 1911, China took slightly under 
half of these goods. :
